For Wage Increase 


Scranton, Pa., M arch 3 tap* 
a 
wage policy convention of the United 
; Mine Workers’ three anthracite dls- 
i tricks gets under way today with 
President John L. Lewis expected 
personally to throw the weight of Ids \ 
! leadership behind a dem and for a 1 
j wage boost of $2 a day. 
About 300 delegates representing 
tile nearly 90.000 hard coal miners 
were on hand for a three or iour- 
day meeting. 
Lewis will take over 
I the gavel after the organization pre­ 
liminaries are out of the way, prob­ 
ably tomorrow. 
His appearance was awaited with 
interest by tile anthracite region, 
particularly in view of criticism of j 
i his adm inistration uttered during an 
i unauthorized strike of some 23,000 
I ut the m iners last "January. 
One of the Issues in the walkout 
was a dem and for a $2 a day wage 
bonus. 
Before tile strikers return­ 
ed on President Roosevelt’s order. 
Lewis said he would try to get them 
a “wholesome increase” when con­ 
tract negotiations begin.
